Who Were Charged With Murder 


of Anna Lopizzi, a Woolen 


Mill Operative. 


Salem, Mass., Xov. 25. — Joseph. 


J. Ettor and Arcuro Giovannitti, the 
leaders of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, and Joseph Caruso, the 
trio tried for the death of Anna Lo- 
pizzi. a woolea mill operative, dur- 
ing the Lawrence (Mass.) strike last 
January, were acquitted today. 


The verdict of "not guilty" was 


reached 
last 
evening, but Judge 


Joseph Quinn told the jurors that 
he would not receive a verdict until 
today. 


The case was given to the jury at 


12:43 
o'clock yesterday afternoon 


after one of the most important and 
spectacular trials in which labor has 
ever been involved. 


According to the instructions 
to 
the jury, neither Ettor nor Giovanit- 
ti could have been found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. They were 
accused by the state of arousing a 
murderous frenzy by their speeches, 
which resulted in the mill woman's 
death. 


So intricate were the chief threads 


of the case that labor leaders who 
had been following it declared that 
a verdict of guilty would have estab- 
lished a precedent which would make 
effective labor strikes in the future 
an. impossibility. 
The court interpreter, Alired-Saceo,- 
rose for Caruso and said : 


"Mr. Caruso desires me to sav 
that he wants to thank you all, and 
now that he is a free man, he says 
that he was innocent of the crime"." 
Ettor, the leader of the strike at 


Lawrence, and chief center of inter- 
est that has aroused world-wide at- 
tention, addressed the jury: 


"May it please the court."' he said. 
"I thank you not only for myself but 
in the names of my companions. I 
also feel impelled to thank the court 
for the fair manner this trial has 
been conducted. 


"The thanks we offer 
are 
not 


only ours, but thanks in the name of 
the working classes."

Chicago, Nov. 26.—"Death before 


dishonor." 


"With these words printed on a 


white strip of linen, stained crimson 
at either end, which she had pinned 
across her bosom, Miss Maude Van. 
Deusen, 35 years old jumped to her 
death here yesterday afternoon. 
Possessed with the idea that she 
was pursued for dishonorable 
par- 
poses, she leaped from the twentieth, 
story of the McCormicfc building and 
was crushed to death on the stone 
paving of an alley. 


She jumped from a fire escape 
nearly 2oO feet above the ground. 
Her body struck another fire escape 
at the first floor and bounded into 
an alleyway. 
Nearly all her bones 
were broken. 


Miss van Deusen, according to pa- 
pers on Tier person, was a school- 
teacher in Falls City, Neb. If ap- 
pears that she had been seeking a 
position here and had been obsessed 
with the Idea that she had been in 
danger from white slavers. 


She wrote that she had been drir- 


en to appeal for protection to Chief 
of Police McWeeny, to the 
federal 


department of justice and to social 
settlementjworkers. 


Sfie had tied around her neck a 


copy of the Xew Testament in wnien 
she had marked passages' in John. 
She held her handbag in her hand 
as she jumped and it was picked up 
near her body, in it was another 
marked 
Bible and a type-written 


statement of several thousand words 
entitled, "Parts of My Life's His- 
tory." 


"I will die clean, if I have to kill 
myself," was written at the head of 
one of the sheets. -A' strip of bacon, 
a small paper of pepper, an ounce of 
tea and $3.18 also were found'in. the 
handbag. 


The police assert that Miss Van 


Deusen evidently was deranged when 
she leaped from the building. The 
landlady of the house in which Miss 
Van Deusen had been rooming 'said 
that the young woman had been 
without employment for some time. 


"I am trying to write this -with- 


out the least emotion," her typewrit- 
ten statement began, "and 
although, 
the following statements may seem 
dramatic, your reason will assure 
you that they contain only common 
sense. I have very little money and 
am not allowed to hold a position. I 
will accept no money but that I 
earn. 


"If I don't get help it will be a 


certainty that I cannot escape falling 
into the hands of the 
Spiritualist 


white slave trade, and that will force 
me to self-destruction." 


The police don't understand -what 


Miss Van Densen means by "Spirit- 
ualist white slave trade." 


A copy of a letter in her handbag, 
addressed to Miss Jane Addams Hull 
House, said: 


"I wonder if this note will ever 


reach you. 
Good people, nowadays, 


are protected by secretaries, so "that 
it is a hard matter to get to them. I 
shall love you if you are good really 
or intend to he, as you determine." 


A letter, apparently written by 
Miss Addams in reply, stated 
she was too busy to see Miss 
,«.u 
Deusen at that time, but would make 
a later appointment with her. 


The passages marked in the testa- 


ment, already referred to, were from 
the fourteenth chapter of John : 


"Let not your heart be troubled. 
Te believe in God. Believe also in 
Me. In My Father's house are many 
mansions, if It were not so I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you." 


Miss Van Deusen, it is said, was 


the only daughter of Dr. Lydia Van 
Dusen of Falls City, Xeb. She is 
said to have told friends that 
she 


worried a good deal over a Hindu 
cult The young woman is said to 
have been harassed by a hallucina- 
tion that she was pursued by repre- 
sentatives of this cult. 


Miss Van Deusen came to Chicago 


from 
Cincinnati. June 26, 
1910. 


While in the Ohio city she worked 
as a stenographer and lived at 
the
